Operate Spa 
Hospital 
By GORDON BROWN 
WASHINGTON —Whether 
the 


Army likes it or not, it's going 
to have the job of operating the 
Army - Kavy Hospital at 
Hot 


Springs, Ark., and Murphy Gen- 
eral Hospital at Waltham. Mass., 
for another year. 


The Army has been trying 
to 


close the two hospitals for several 
years but Congress insists 
thfty 


should be operated. 


This year, as last, Congress is 


putting \its order into the Defenso 
Department appropriation bill. Tha 
House already has passed the bill 
with the directive Included^ 


The Senate now is nearing com- 


plction of the bill and there is no 
likelihood the directive 
will 
be 


dropped since it was approved by 
the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee. 


This is the third year the Army 


has tried to drop the hospitals, 
contending the patient load is too 
small to justify continued opera- 
tion. 


Two years ago the Arkansas and 


Massachusetts delegations) led by 
Sen. McClellan (D-Ark) and Rep. 
Norrell (D-Ark), got the Army to 
agree to use available funds and 
continue the hospitals. 


Last year the Army appeared a 


little 
more 
determined .so Mc- 


Clellan Inserted In the approrpia- 
tion bill a requirement the hos- 
pitals be continued. 


This year the Army tried again. 


This time Norrell put similar lan- 
guage in the bill on the House 
side. 


The 
Arkansans contend 
that 


ArmyNavy Hospital is one of the 
most modern hospitals the Army 
has and that there is no justifica- 
tion for closing it. To a contention 
the patient load has dropped, Me 
-lellan and Norrell say the patient 
oad at a hospital is whatever the 
Army wants it to be. 


McClellan has urged the Army 


.o consider using the Hot Springs 
facility for retired, .military per 
sonnel and their dependents. -He 
said many .retired Army and Navy 
men live in the area and have no 
place to go for 
adequate 
treat 


ment. 


Although the Army operated the 


Hot Springs hospital for the past 
year under its congressional direc 
tive, it made a rather limited op 
eration out of it. 


In fact, the House appropriation 


committee, in its report on . the 
Defense Department bill, verbally 
spanked the Army for the way it 
cut down its personnel and equip- 
ment. 


The Army operation of the hos- 


pital, said the committee, almost 
amounted to a complete disregard 
of the wishes of Congress. 
. The Army had no comment to 
make on 'thil. Likewise, it 
has 


made no comment on what it will
